Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1 953,  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  vital  statistics  that  the  health  of  the  local 
population  has  been  satisfactory  and  compares  favourably  with  that  for 
the  country  as  a whole. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  15.68  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the 
Death  Rate  1 1 .48,  whilst  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  1 5.5  and 
1 1 .4  respectively. 

Infant  deaths  totalled  13,  of  which  eight  occurred  within  four 
weeks  of  birth.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  27.43,  a decrease  of 
1 0.26  per  1 ,000  live  births  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  26.8  and  for  the  smaller  towns  24.3. 

Infectious  disease  was  more  prevalent  this  year  than  last,  945  cases 
being  notified  compared  with  775  cases  in  1952.  Measles  accounted  for 
more  than  half  of  this  total  but  it  was  mild  in  character  and  their  were  no 
deaths. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  during  the  year,  80 
cases  being  notified  to  the  Health  Department.  Routine  investigation  was 
carried  out  at  the  home  of  each  case  notified,  and  faeces  samples  of  cajes 
and  home  contacts  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Chil- 
dren in  whose  homes  a case  was  present  were  excluded  from  school  until 
the  case  was  proved  to  be  free  from  infection.  Adults,  unless  they  had 
positive  cultures  or  were  engaged  in  food  handling,  were  allowed  to 
continue  at  work. 

The  disease  in  most  cases  lasted  from  three  to  seven  days  and  was 
so  mild  at  times  that  it  probably  escaped  notification  or  was  considered 
by  the  patients  to  be  due  to  something  they  had  eaten  and  not  reported 
to  their  doctors.  These  mild,  undetected  cases,  were  in  my  opinion  the 
cause  of  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Once  again,  1 am  pleased  to  record  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  and  1 congratulate  parents  on 
their  wisdom  in  having  their  children  immunised  against  this  dreaded 
disease. 

Vaccine  for  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  has  been 
made  available  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  and  results  indicate  that  these  inoculations  do  confer  a considerable 
degree  of  resistance  against  the  disease. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  willing  co- 
Brant,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  throughout  the  year  and  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report.

The  Lindsey  County  Council,  being  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  this  area,  issued  one  licence  during  the  year  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  milk  in  the  Borough  of  Cleethorpes.

Patients  attend  by  appointment  at  the  Clinic.  During  the  year 
61  new  cases  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register.  23  cases  were 
written  off  the  Register  as  having  removed  to  other  areas  or  having  been 
lost  sight  of,  or  died,  leaving  21  1 cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

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Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  necessitous  cases  and  their 
families,  assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing, 
etc.,  and  in  the  form  of  holiday  grants. 

An  Occupational  Centre  with  a Workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue, 
is  maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened 
working  capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council,  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  operate  a Domestic  Help  Service  within  the  County  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  availability  of  domestic  helpers, 
make  domestic  help  available  where  they  consider  such  help  is  required, 
in  the  following  types  of  cases  : 

(1)  Where  there  is  illness  in  the  household. 

(2)  For  expectant  mothers  and  maternity  cases  during  the  lying  in 

period. 

(3)  Where  there  is  a mental  defective  in  the  household. 

(4)  Where  there  is  an  aged  person  in  the  household. 

Persons  receiving  domestic  help  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme 
are  required  to  pay  such  charge  as,  having  regard  to  the  means  of  those 
persons,  the  County  Council  consider  reasonable.

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Report  on  the  Meteorological  Conditions  prevailing 
at  Gieethorpes  during  1953. 

Alan  B.  Cooper,  A.M,  Inst.  C.E., 

Borough  Engineer,  Cleethorpes. 

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  during  1953,  although  generally 
very  similar  to  those  of  1952,  provided  three  major  differences.  The  first 
being  an  all  round  increase  m the  monthly  average  maximum  and  minimum 
temperatures.  The  second  a decrease  in  the  annual  rainfall,  caused  mainly 
by  a dry  period  between  1 st  September  and  3 1 st  December.  Thirdly,  the 
sunshine  was  well  below  the  average,  with  a yearly  total  of  1 428  2 hours. 

The  amount  of  rain  for  the  year  was  20.26  inches,  this  being  3.38 
inches  below  the  average  yearly  fall  and  1.68  inches  less  than  in  1952. 

The  average  temperatures  for  1953  were  slightly  above  the  yearly 
average  over  the  past  ten  years,  the  maximum  in  the  shade  being  55.66'^F. 
(Average  maximum,  54.25°  F.)  and  the  minimum  in  the  shade  43.64°  F. 
(Average  minimum,  43.35°  F.). 

SUNSHINE. 

A total  of  1428.2  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded  between 
1st  January  to  3 1st  December,  1953.  This  is  103.9  hours  1 ess  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  131.7  below  the  average  yearly  total. 

This  total  of  1428.2  gives  a daily  average  of  3.91  hours  as  compared 
with  4.25  hours  in  the  previous  year. 

May,  with  a total  of  21  7.3  hours  of  sunshine,  was  the  sunniest  month 
of  the  year,  whilst  the  January  total  of  only  23.00  was,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  January,  1952,  the  lowest  sunshine  recorded  for  this  month  since 

1916. 

RAINFALL. 

There  was  a total  fall  of  20.26  inches  of  rain  which  was  1.68  inches 
less  than  195z,  and  3.38  inches  below  the  average  yearly  fall. 

The  driest  month  was  March  when  0.8 1 inches  of  rain  fell  spread 
over  a period  of  only  three  days. 

c 11  Jo  August,  when  a total 

fall  of  2.78  inches  spread  over  a period  of  12  days  was  recorded. 

The  rainfall  over  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  normal,  whereas 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a comparatively  dry  period,  as 
compared  with  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years. 
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TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  AIR. 

The  average  minimum  shade  temperature  of  34.40’  F.  for  January 
was  the  lowest  monthly  average  for  the  year,  whilst  the  average  maximum 
temperature  of  69.90  F.  in  August  was  the  higest  maximum  shade 
temperature. 

The  lowest  air  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  26°  F on 
the  8th  February  and  the  23rd  March,  1953. 

The  highest  maximum  shade  temperature  during  the  same  period  was 
81°  F on  the  9th  and  12th  August,  1953. 

The  lowest  ground  minimum  temperature  was  21°  F.  on  the  1 6th 
March.  1953. 

RELATIVE  HUMIDITY 

The  average  Relative  Humidity  for  the  year  was  82.45%  as 
compared  with  82.31%  in  1952. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PHENOMENA.

The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station,  No.  2574,  is  officially 
recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as  an  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health  Resort  Station. 

Nightly  reports.  In  the  form  of  a Weather  Telegram  were  dis- 
patched to  the  Air  Ministry  every  night  of  the  year. 

An  official  inspection  of  the  station  was  carried  out  on  the  I 1 th 
May,  1953,  by  the  Air  Ministry’s  Inspector,  Mr.  R.A.S.  Ratcliffe,  who 
was  generally  favourably  impressed  with  the  Station,  particularly  with  the 
work  done  by  the  Observers. 

A certificate  dated  19th  June  was  received  from  the  Air  Ministry 
stating  that  the  Station  had  been  reported  as  satisfactory  and  that  all  the 
instruments  in  use  had  been  examined  and  approved. 

The  Station  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Alan  B.  Cooper  (A.M.  Inst.  C.E.)  and  the  Observer 
during  1952  was  R.  R.  Lincoln,  (Surveyor’s  Department).
